Pressure on dike is 


causing seepage 
Corps takes action to lower Lake Okeechobee 


The U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers is stepping up 
water releases from Lake 
Okeechobee to provide some 

lief from lake levels swelled 
тесе heavy rains. 

The Army Corps of Engi- 
neers are keeping å close 
watch on the Herbert Hoover 
Dike because.the swollen lake 
is putting pressure on the 
‘dike. 


"We are optimistic it will 
continue a slow descent,” said 
Eric Jeffeoat, assistant chief of 
South Florida operations for 


- the Army Corps of Engineers, 


which manages the lake. 

The level of the lake 
increased to near-record levels 
when a front stalled over 
Florida two and a half weeks 
ago. 

Corp inspectors have found 
25 seepages, or small water 
leaks, in.the 110-mile dike and 
in a trench at its foot. 

A four-inch-wide boil spotted 


near Lake Harbor on the south 
side of the lake has been con- 
tained, according to Mr. Jeff- 
coat, but sandbags were 
brought to the site Wednesday 
by 50 inmates from Glades 
Correctional Institution's Drug 
Farm. 

John Morgan of the South 
Florida Water Managément 
District said there are а num- 
ber of spots where water is 
bubbling up from the ground. 
He said this is normal when , 
the lake level is higher than 
the Rim Canal. 

It's just the hydraulics of 
the systems,” Mr. Morgan said. 
"The water pressure is causing 
an artisan flow.” 

The highest the lake has 
ever been was 18.77 feet in 
1947. Officials say they will 
continue to monitor the dike.

The common signs A symp- 
toms include a burning sensa- 
tion upon urination, frequency 
of urination, low back pain, 
cloudy urine, fever, nausea and 
vomiting, bladder-cramps or 
spasms, itching, pain or ten- 
derness over the bladder, and 
often hematuria or blood in the 
urine. 

So, how do you know if you 
have a case of cystitis? A sim- 
ple microscopic exam of the 
urine can disclose the presence 
of an infection. Treatment is 
simple also. Anti-microbials or 
antibiotics are the be taken 
usually for 7 to 10 days to ren- 
der the urine sterile. 

The important key here is to 
take all of the medication just 
as the physician prescribed.

If the medicine is stopped too 
quickly the bacteria are not 
killed, just slowed down; and 
the infection can flare up 
again. 

It is important to increase 
the amount of fluid you drink 
to equal 2000cc or 8 glasses a

urine as dilute as possible. 
Fruit juices, especially cranber- 
ty juice, and oral doses of vita- 
тіп С may help acidify urine 
and enhance the medications‘ 
action. 

Females should urinate 


and it will occur again. When 
you live in the rainfall capital 
of the United States you can 
expect flooding to take place 
from time to time.

Showering is preferred 
over tub-baths to prevent theo 
entrance of bacteria into the 
body. 

Pregnant women are very 
susceptible to UTI's due to the 
enlarged uterus exerting pres- 
sure on the tubes leading from 
the kidneys to the bladder 
(ureters) and also because of 
hormonal changes in the body 
For young men, like "Shaq", 
the release of fluid from the 
prostate gland helps to serve 
as an antibacterial shield 
against infection. 

However, older men, above 
age 50, lose this protection 
when the prostate gland begins 
to enlarge. This enlargement 
can promote urine retention 
leading to bladder infections.

Old timers say they've never seen anything like it 


by noon. Workers at the 
Boston & Worcester & Eastern 
Massachusetts railroad com- 


pany were eating their lunch , 


outside enjoying the unexpect- 
ed heatwave. 

Just down the street they 
could.see the Purity Distilling 
Company's massive holding 
tank, 58 feet high and 90 feet 
across. It contained 2.3 million 
gallons of ‘crude molasses 
waiting to be made into rum. 

Suddenly a low, deep rumble 
shook the neighborhood. Wit- 
nesses remember hearing the 
sounds of ripping metal and 
popping bolts followed by a 
booming roar. The bottom of 
the^giant holding tank had 
spit open sending molasses 
everywhere. 

The amber, gooey liquid 
roared out of the tank at a 
pressure of two tons per 
square foot smashing every- 
thing in sight. A railroad 
freight car was sent flying 
through the air smashing the 
metal walls of the freight ter- 
minal. 

The old expression "slow as е 


_molasses” did not apply to the 


30 foot wall of goo that roared 
down the street smothering 
five of the lunching workmen. 
Houses were destroyed, a fire 
station was knocked on its 
side.. * 

Fireman William Connor 
was one of the lucky ones. He 
saw the wall of molasses bear- 
ing dowr: on him. He survived 
by standing on top of a sturdy 
table as the molasses flowed 
as high as his ears. 21 other 
people were not as fortunate 
and more than 150 others 
were injured. 

Six years and 125 lawsuits 
later a judge ruled that the 
tank had not been strong 
enough to withstand the enor- 
mous pressure of the 2,5 mil- 
lion gallons of molasses it was 
‘designed to hold. Purity Dis-^ 
tilling paid over $1 million in 
damages. 

Iétook weeks to clean up the 
mess from the Great Molasses 
Flood. Yet, years later, people @ 
claimed they could still smell 
the mólasses on a hot summer 
afternoon. 

Any type of flood is a disas- 
ter but given a choice most of 
us would take water over 


molasses.

As to the specific question of security there 
has been a dramatic increase in.gang activi- 
ties, crimes of violence, theft, and substance 
abuse. There have been several fatal acci- 
dents associated with nighttime activities. In 
an effort to find a solution to these problems 
and make the area safer for everyone, the 
decision was made to provide security at the 
entrance to the marina campground. From 8 
p.m. to 4 a.m. thé area is restricted to fisher- 
men, airboaters, campers, or anyone -who has 
made arrangements to rent any of the facili- 
ties which are available, such as the pavilion, 
putt-putt golf course, or the mini pavilions. 
Everyone engaged in these activities are more 
than. welcome. There are no restrictions from 
4 a.m. to 8 p.m., other than those which have 
been in place for years. The City of Belle 
Glade has reserved several of the best camp- 
sites for City of Belle Glade residents only. All 
other facilities are reserved on a first come, 
first sefvice, basis. The citizens of Belle Glade 
are our most valued friends and neighbors, 
but we are also very proud of our visitors who 
contribute so much to our community during 
their stay. 

Any citizen who wishes to engage in meaning- 
ful, constructive discussions regarding any 
matter in reference to public safety or the 
operation of the Belle Glade Marina Camp- 
ground is welcome to contact Mr. Underwood 
or Chief Miller as it will be our privilege to 
discuss these matters with any ERU 
parties.

Monies received have been 
utilized to construct and/or 
rehabilitate soon to be 500 
units. This should attest to 
the fact that NOAH is not a 
wasteful spender. 

Our housing is not governed 
by handouts, but from loans 
from such notable lending 
institutions as Community 

Financing Consortium, Inc., 
First Union National Bank, 
Barnett Bank, Fidelity Feder- 
al, CNA Insurance Companies 
and finally, U.S. Department 
of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment; of which we are cur- 
rently repaying at this time. 
We have supported staff over 
the past 10 years from the 
proceeds of the rents and have 
only had two rent increases.
